Is now a comparatively rure animal, 
and froth «100 to |200 is paid for 
first class specimens. The darker 
the"fur of tho silver fox tho more 
valuable it is, and consequently the 
farther nurtU tlio trappers go the 
better luck they have. Those over 
the Canadian bordor-trap moro and 
better silver foxes than can be found 
anywhere in the United States, al- 
though northern Maine and the 
Michigan peninsula i havo yielded 
some cioelleut eilverifoxee. Owing 
to the great demand Bar this fur tho 
animals have been' trapped and 
b tin ted so persistently that they are 
•ery scarce, and the Tew remaining 
ines are more timid anil harder to 
catch than tbo common red'fox. 


Tbe trapper sees his industry 


shrinking year by year, and-with- 
out any possible improvement in 
the future be realizes that tho doom 
if his class has been sounded. An- 
other generation, and hajwill begone, 
along with tho Indian fighter, the 
prairie scout and the buffalo hunter.
